In the neighborhood of 
$50,000 000 will be required to cover 
operating deficits ‘and interest pay- 
ments on account of the national raif- 
ways. Thus these two ttems alone 
will dispose of one-half of the entire 

| revenue, 

Out of the remaining $175,000,000 
some tens of millions *must be paid 
out in pensions, vocational training 
for soldicrs, hospital accommodation 

* and treatment for soldiers, and in var- 
ious forms of soldiers’ civil re-estab- 
-lishment work. Some millions aré to 
be spent in grants on a population 


basis to thé provinces for. highway 


construction; a. few millions will be 
“used to meet the deficit in the opera- 
tion bf. the post office department; 
and all the expenses of government, 
including the Civil Service, admipis- 
tration of justice, militia and police 
establishment, subsidies to the provin- 
ces, and all the mutiplicity of services 
devolving upon the Federal Govern- 
ment must be met, 


The people of Canada, who are the 
taxpayers, and who must bear the bur- 
den of providing the money to meet 
all these obligations, must -seriously 
consider the national situation, and es- 
pecially so at times when they may 
be inclined to urge additional expen- 
ditures of one kind or another for 
very laudable and even necessary pur- 
poses. Canada must, however, curtail 
its expenditures to a point where they 
can be covered by the revenue. This 
country cannot continue living on bor- 
rowed money and by going still deep- 
er into'debt. There must be national 
as well as individual retrenchment. 


Instead of getting deeper into debt, ,and to die where you stand, 
* the time approaches when we must 


agree to still heavier taxation in order 
to begin the process of liquidating the 
mational debt, as it is now being done 
tn Great Britain. 

There is nothing in the national sit- 
uation, however, to despair over or 
become pessi stic abut. Canada has 
the resources and the energy and the 
ability to meet all its obligations, pro- 
ceed with its development, and add to 
the wealth, prosperity and happiness 
of its people. But it cannot be ac- 
complished by continual criticism, by 
seeking to tear down existing institu- 
tions in order to apply a lot of un- 
baked theories and untested methods 
The world, Canada included, has had 
enough of destruction within the past 
five or six years. What is now neces- 
gary is constructive enterprise, and

“Papa” Joffre, with only one aide. 

“I have decided to take a stand. 
Here is the plan,” said the: French- 
man. 

On a wine-spattered table and by 
the light of a guttering candle, Joffre 
unfolded the plan, of the engagemént 
that ended the Kaiser’s dream of con- 
quest forever. He then showed his 
colleague that immortal “order of the

For Dairy Farmers! 


os 


Prospects Are Bright For Diity Pro- 
ducers in Saskatchewan 
Percy E, Reed,.Dairy Commission- 
er for Saskatchewan, declares that the 
| dairy outlook for the province in 1920 
is decidedly brighter. Present indi- 


cations are that 1920 will see a con, 
siderable increase of product over 
1919. 

Statistic reports for the. past year 
jonew. an increase of 21,073 milch cows 
‘in the province over the previous year 
i The creamery output for 1919 totalled 
6,598,000 pounds, which was 31 percent 
gteater than that of the previous year. 
while the total value of dairy preducts 
last year was $16,769,847, an increase 
of ‘$3,127,000 over 1918. 

During 1919 there were,6,417 churn- 
ings of butter, fepresenting over “4,- 
090,455 pounds, graded at the govern- 
ment grading stations at ‘Régina ‘and 
Saskatchewan. This represents an 
increase of 23 percent ‘over the. grad-' 
ing work done in 1918; and is further 
evidence of the importance and value 
of the grading service and of the in- 
terest taken in maintaining quality 
and uniformity jn output. 

A rn af feature of the develop- 


ment in rying is a great awakening 
to the antages and possibilities ot 
the dairy interest on the part of the 
farmers of the southern open sections 
of the province. The percentage in- 
crease has been greater in central and 
southern sections than in northern 
Saskatchewan, which has always been 
regarded as a natural stock raising 
area. 

Six new creamerits are assured for 
the coming. season. Ice cream equip- 
ment is being installed in three exist- 
ing plants in addition to seven cream- 
eries which réported__on, output of 
over one-half million “gallons of ice 
cream during the year. 

The past winter was a hard one for 
dairymen in all parts of the province. 
An unusually long season of enforced 
inside feeding followed a year of wide- 
spread and serious drought and will 
result in many herds going to the pas- 
tures in a greatly reduced condition. 
This will unquestionably tend ‘to re- 
j duce the production of the coming 
summer below what it otherwise 
j would have been. On the other hand, 
a poor wheat crop has a tendency to 
drive the farmers from grain growing 
to dairying and in the dricr section 
of the province many men have re- 
turned to the dairy cow as the only 
certain source of cash income, and a 
large number of these will unquestion- 
ably continue in the business. 

Marked progress in the production 
of suitable winter feeds and in the 
work of individual cow testing, are 
features in connection with the. pro- 
ducer’s end of it which are indicative 
of the rapid future development of the 
dairy industry. A larger number of 
dairymen are each year coming to rea- 
lize that large indiyidual production 
is esseritial to satisfactory profits and 
| consequent with this realization there 
is an expansion of the work of indi- 
vidual cow testing. 

Discovery in recent yeard of the 
feeding value of the sunflower and its 
wide adaptability owing to its proper- 
ties of resistance to both drought and 
frost, together with a more general 
adoption of the silo as a feed storage, 
are doing much to solve the question 
of winter feeding. More than 75 per- 
cent of the enquiries for female stock 
being received at the livestock branch 
of the Saskatchewan department of 
agriculture are for animals of milking 
strains or breeds. These enquiries 
are coming in from all parts of the 
province, and every evidence from 
both producers and manufacturers 
goes to show that 1920 will record an- 
other great forward movement in Sas- 
katchewan dairying.
